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~ QHINA'S TRADE IN 1899.

- In his Report on the Foreign Trade of China 
4% 1899 the Statistical Secretary deprecates 
“the®charge of ‘undue optimism. which wns 
‘broight against him by some of the critics 
of his Report last year; and he admits the 
actual smallness of Chinn’s trade when its 
possibilities nre considered. But he derives 
comfort, not dissatisfaction, from the com- 
panier of Chinese and Indian exports. If, 
esays in effect, India with her excellent 
roads, her railway system, and her light 
taxation, can only show a total Export 
Trade three times the size of China’s, hare 
we: not every reason to he optimistic about 
the future of China, Jarger in extent, natur- 
ally-richer, inhabited by a more numerous 
and more industrious population, when she 
shakes: off: the burden of lack of roads, 
absence of railways, and a crushing taxa- 
tion? Already her total trade is Hk. Ts. 
460,533,288; and her total Revenue for 
1899 is the highest ever recorded, amount- 
ing to Hk. Tls. 26,661,460, whereas the 
revious best was 1891, with Hk. Ts. 
(148,418. The year 1899, says Mr. Tayoe, 
has shown in a striking manner what an 
advance is'made when circumstances are 
propitious. Aad yet we may say that China 


still has no railway, still leaves her mines 


unworked. If she stands so well already 
what may we not look forin the future 
when she uses here resources and has a sys, 
tem of internal railways? The Report does 
not directly take into consideration the new 
Siberian line now so rapidly becoming an 
actual fact, though this of course is destined 
at no distant date to mark a new epoch in 
China's commercial history. But the Sta- 
tistical Secretary says generally: ‘‘The 


. ‘*future is distinctly bright, if the results to 


“be expected from the coming railways are 
“calculated. The Chinese, from highest to 
“lowest, are traders by instinct and are 
‘prompt to take advantage of every oppor- 
“tunity of profit.” What may be expected, 
then, from what a close observer has called 
“a far more revolutionary change than the 
“ great change brought about by the opening 
“ of the Suez Cunal in 1869 ?” 

We.do not intend here to go into the 
details ‘of Mr. Taytor’s Report, for this 
could not be done adequately without more 
More quotation than our space allows. We 
may, however, note some of the chief points. 
The net value of the Import trade was Hk. 
Tia. 264,748,456, double that of 1890. 
Opium realised high prices, owing either to 
bad crops or to excessive adulteration of the 
Native Drug, The importation of Morphia 
continued to increase. Cotton Goods made 
a great advance. Both English*and Ameri- 
can Sheetings rose. Most noteworthy was 
the continued advance in American and 
Japanese goois, the latter especially show- 
ing. very rapid development, There was 
a great advance, too, in fancy cotton 
goods: Woollen goods did not make such 
progress as cotton. Such comforts and lu- 
xuries. as candles, cigars and cigarettes, 
clocks. and watches, flour, widow-glass, 
lamps, matches, needles, perfumery, soap, 
;sugar and umbrellas were all purchased 
freely. With regard to Exports, Mr. Tay- 
Lon says that they are at present checked 
by price and interior quality—the former 
due'to cost of carriage and heavy taxation, 
the latter to adulteration or faulty me- 
thods of. preparation for foreign markets, 
Yet their.total value was estimated at Hk.

CHINESE PORTS AND THE 
BRITISH FLAG. 


———_»—. 
(Daily Press, 28th March.) 

Tt was learnt with satisfaction by all inter- 
ested in the trade of China that Sir THomas 
Jackson is deputed to represent, at the 
Congress of the Chambers of Commerce of 
the Empire, the manner in which the right 
acoorded to foreign steamers to navigate the 
waters of China has been withheld, should 
it prove to be one of the quest'ons accepted 
by the organizing committee. We noted it 
will satiotiction: ng in previous «rticles we 
have repeatedly urged the adopting of this 
means of bringing the matter to a head. 
Before Sir ClLaubE MacponaLp went home 
from China we atated that the concession he 
had obtained wae—-in view of the interpreta- 
tion put upon it— worthless. We stated that 
he was fully aware of the interpretation that. 
would be and was put upon it by the Chinese 
Government and that he acquiesced in their 
decision, and in doing eo we explained that 
he was under a misconception as to the caon- 
dition of trade in China. Some doubt being 
expressed on this Intter point by certain 
persons who were in 2 position to spenk on 
the subject, we met Sir Clauve MacbonaLp 
on his return to Chinn by a plain « ueation 
ag to whether he did or did not intend to 
exclude interport boats |rom stopping at 
other than Treaty Ports and Ports of Call. 
No direct reply was received to this, but the 
‘tacit admission that such was the case was 
made by the failure of any British ship- 
owner to obtain the right which we nssertec 
the British Min:ster never intended he should 
obtain. We pass by, with the coatempt it 
dersezves, the Hippant eent-and absurd reply 
by Mr. Bax Ironsink to the representations 
made by the shipping companies on the 
subject. His remarks were effectually dealt 
with in our article uf the 4th of Nuvember 
last. But, eceing thet nothing is to be got 
out of the Minister, the Chamber of Com-

merce do wisely to represent it at home and 
do wisely to entrust. the tusk of doing so to 
such enpable hands as those of Sir THomas 
Jackson, who has doubtlessly fully posted 
himself on this important subject... 

It will be noticed that we make-use of. the 
words “ Treaty Ports ” and “ Porte of Call.” 
Now we fancy tothe gréat bulk of people 
at home and to not a few in the Far Enat, 
this ‘“ Port of Call” will be somewhnt of a 
puzzle. A Port of Call isa placa where | 
foreign steamers are allowed to stop and 
land or pick up passengers or cargo on cer- 
tain conditions, and those conditions are so 
restrictive that, os a matter of fact, little or 
no cargo ever is picked up or landed there, 
Mr. Bourne's remarks in the Blackburn 
Commission Report -are as fullows:--" The 
‘rules under which cargo can be shipped 
“or landed at Ports of Call on-the Yangtsze 
“opened under the Chefoo Convention are 
“go unreasonable that no use is made of. 
aud again, ‘‘ unless there 
‘is a clear understanding between the 
‘Government and the merchants, the 
‘Government take rights as in the case 
‘Cof the Ports of Call on the Yangtaze 
‘in such a form as to be of no value, 
‘‘and the. merchants do not get the 
“development that their plans demand.” 
And yet, in spite of this, we find that the four 
Ports of Call open on the West River were 
opened under the Yantsze Regulations! In 
order to bring about that “clear under- 
standing” which Mr. BourNnrsnys isso neces- 
sary, the Shipping Companies of this Colony 
have been hammering it the Government 
tor the part two years but with no success, 
It isa matter which. has now pussed out of 
their sphere and has become one of public 
interest to the Colony, und as such deserves 
the closest and fullest attention of all 
interested in its welfare, A brief explana- 
tion will then perhnps not be amiss as to 
why it is that “ Ports of Call” are ‘of so 
useless x character. Originally it was in- 
tended that they ehould be Places where 
trunsit-certificated imports cite Jnnded 
and transit-certifieated exports tould “be 
shipped. That is to say, goods coming from 
a Treaty Port, having obtained their transit 
pass, could be landed there, and goods coming 
from the interior under transit pass could 
be shipped there »nd cniried to the nearest 
Treaty Port. Why such goods could not 
be shipped or Innded anywhere is one of 
these mysteries known alone to the framer 
of the Ci.efoo Convention and to one other 
man—Sir Roserr Harr, The latter con- 
cocted n set of rules known as the Yangtsze 


‘Rules, which effectun!ly put a stop teany 


shipping or landing of transit-certificuted 
goods at these places ; and lest that should — 
not prove sufficient and any foreign steamer 
should endeavour to pick up a little of what 
Mr. Bax IRonstpg was pleneed to call the 
native carrying trade of the interior, he 
(Sir Roperr) aided still more stringen: 
rules concerning this. What these .Rules 
were we will endeav ur to show by taking 
the numbers 1 to 20 na representing tho 
line uf the Yangtsze or West River from 
their moutha to their source. Numbers 5, 
10 and 15 represent Treaty Ports and num- 
bers 1, 8, 7and 13 Ports of Call. The in- 
tervening nu.bers and trom 15 (i. the 
last or uppermost Treaty Port) onwarde 
represent places in the interior, A steamer 
tukes cargo of goods from Hongkong (to - 
refer tothe West Kiver) to number 5 (1.6. 
Treaty Port). The goods pay duty there 
nnd obtain: a transit pags and then go by 
teamer either back to numbers. or 3 or-on 
to number 7, all being Ports of Call. ‘The 
reception that will be accorded to those 
gvods at those places when landed ez steamer 


once and fewer still a second time. So 
imuch for foreign imports; exports are ex- 
actly similar, Then comes the question of 
the carria e of the domestic trade of China, 
For instance, a Chinese merchant living at 
number 8 (Port of Call), and finding steamers 
passing daily, thinks he would like to send 
some of his gooda up to number 7 (iflao 
Port of Call), necessarily passing 5, the 
Treaty Port in doing so. The way he 
gets treated fur dariug to send hia goods 
“per foreign atenmer ig this. [Firat of all 
ekinis levied at 3 before the gouds go on 
board. On arrival at 5, the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs there calculate all the lekin a 
junk would pay from 3, where the goods were 
shipped to? where they are to be ‘lischarzed, 
and collect it; further they collect a full tariff 
duty in addition. On arrival at 7, lekin will 
also be collected at that place betuie they 
are released, and to see that this is done stris- 
gent modes and methods of discharge are 
drawn up. In short, the Imperial Maritime 
Customs undertake to collect all the lekin 
(and more) which a junk would pay, for a 
cominission—-the amount of which is a full 
tariff duty—a commission payable by ow ver 
ef the goods. It is true that on the Weat 
River these regulations have tu golme extent 
been allowed to lapse, but that is chiefly 
owiug to the impossibility the Customs And 
in getting any information out of the pro- 
Vincial officials as to the amount loviable, 
und may be said to prtake of the nature 
of the complaint which is said to affect tio 
of a trade, rather thatito prove any cousidein 
tivn for the unfortunate merchant, But not- 
Withstauding this modification the evil is 
there and on both rivers bas worked iu- 
calculable harm, 

The Inland Waters Concession, even in 
its present abortive furm, could bo made the 
weapou to break down this state of things; 
but no, the Chinese officials are to be »llowed 
to ignore this as they have ignored all 

— other things, unchecked and even uncom- 
meuted upon by the Consular officials in 
whose hands is entrusted the trading in- 
terests of Britain iu the Far Kasi, A few 
men such as MANsPIt.LD and Hosig have 
spokea ‘out aud aftirmed the whole con- 
coucessipn, as given tu us, to be absolutely 
valuoles, but the great bulk have exhi- 
bited a indifference and apathy only too 
characteristic uf the manuer in which the 
Goverunmient have neglected British iterests 
geuerally inthe Fur East for the pust twenty 
years. It will be well for them to take the 
lesson to heart or they may wake one day 
to fiud that British subjects have been forced 
to find under a foreign fag that support 
fur their vessels whicn they have failed to 
fiud under their own. 


VARIEF REVISIUN AND .HE 
OHAMBEK OF COMMERCE, 


: ao ae 
(Daily Presa, 30th March.). 
THE question of Tariff Revision is very 
properly occupying the attention of the 
Chamber of Commerce of this Colony, 
aud it is satisfactory to learn from Sir 
CLaupE Macponatp's reply to the Chair- 
man’s letter, ue printed in another columu, 
that the grave mistake made in the 
case of the revision of the Japanese 
tariff will not be repeated. As we have 
before remarked, it seems strange that such 
an important subject should not have 
called for -earlier and more careful 
consideratiof than appears to have been 
devoted to it,.nnd that it was not apparently 


until Mr. Wevowx called attentiou to the 


matter that a communication was addressed 
to the British Minister; requesting that those 


merchants of this coluny—might be allowed 
to express an opinion on a subject so vital 
to their interests, We have frequently 
given expression to our opinions of the 
motives and influences which are at work 
with Sir Lo Feng Lon during his tour 
through the manufacturing districts of Eng- 
land, and it would be well if everyone there 
saw us clearly through them as did Mr. 
Byron Brenan when he confuted the 
statement that British trade wanted deve- 
loping, and asserted, in fairly plain language, 
that on, the contrary, it merely wanted to be 
freed from Chinese official corruption to de- 
velope itself on such lines and to such an ex- 
teut that the narrow and short-sighted- 
mandarin class to which the Chinese Minis- 
t:r belongs can have no conception. We 
said then, and we say again now, that 
there are men who know, if they will only 
speak out and expose the rotten and dis- 
graceful condition of the fiscal system of 
that conglomeration of states or provinces, 
which for the sake of terseness the world 
has hitherto been content to call the Empire 
of China. Meeting after meeting takes 
place at hume of Associations connected with 
China, and, if we may judge by the reports 
that reach us of the speeches made, they 
seem to consist of nothing more than con- 
gratulatory phrases echoed from one mem- 
ber to another, To take a case in point, at 
the dinner we have just referred to, no more 
able man was there than Mr. GeEorGE 
JAMESON, und yet, instead of supporting 
What Mr. Brenan said, we find him enter. 
taining the company with glowing pictures 
of the luture prospects of British trade, 
metaphorically patting Lo Frne Low on 
the back, and generally helping to sustain 
the fraud which is being practised of the 
British public, 

But however plain spoken the official 
class might be it is not to them that we must 
look for redress. They can, it jis true, 
considerably add to the force of representa- 
tion by emphasising and supporting with 
the weight of their authority such communi- 
cations as it would become their duty to 
wake to the Government, urged thereto by 
the voice of public opinion. But unless 
public opinion takes a concentrated form and 
through its representative men insistsona full 
euquiry into this matter of Tariff Revisiun, 
it cannot be expected that the Government 
will, on its own initiative, bring pressure 
to bear on the Chinese. A country gets the 
government it deserves, and it rests with the 
people of this colony to see that they get 
their wants attended to in this asin other 
mutters, and strong and urgent representa- 
tions, backed by all the inHuence that the 
leading members of the community Cat 
bring to bear at home muat be the form 
which it will have to take. The Chamber 
of Commerce has taken a ag in the right 
direction in appronching the Minister, 

It would be well if, nt the same time, 
a Committee, coustituted on the lines ad- 
vocated recently in these columns, were 
formed to deal with this thorny and some- 
what complicated subject. The whole ques- 
tion of how goods get from this Colony into 
China, what taxes they pay, and- where and 
to whom they are paid, must be thoroughly 
gone into, aud the Goverument here would 
do well to put itself at the head of such a 
Movement. By their help and their help 
alon: can thé aa be cunducted on suf- 
ficiently, searching lincs to ensure that 
nothing tending to throw light on the mat- 
ter of taxation shall be passed over.

THE DYNASTY AMD THE POWERS.

(Daily Press, 29th March.) 

The telegram which appears in our issue 
to-day, to the effect that “the Powers are, 
“arranging for concerted action in China 
‘in consequence of the disturbed state of 
“the country round Tientsin,” seems to 
explains the message from Shanghat which 
we published on the 27th inst., stating that 
H.M.S. Hermione had sailed suddenly for 
Taku from Shanghai (whither the Undaung- . 
ed, which left here on Tuesday haa started 
out), and gives a vastly more . probable 
reason for this action than that suggested 
by the Peking native telegram which said 
that two Chinese cruisers had. aniled for © 
Singapore, charged with an absurd mission 
of arresting the refugee Reformers. The 
latter explanation, in fact, no one seriously 
entertained. We have no further news of 
movements directed to the mouth of the 
Pei-ho River, but if the concerted action to 
which Reuter’s message refers becomes an 
established fact, we are sure to hear more 
about Taku, which has always been the 
point at which China, or rather the Im- 
perial Government at Peking, has been 
threatened from the sea. ; 
- The telegram gives'ns the cause of the 
intended joint action of the Powers the dis 
turbed state of the country round Tientsin ; 
in other words the unchecked dumination of 
the “ Boxers,” “ Big Kuives,” etc., and the 
futility and insincerity of the official attempts 
to atamp this and similar anti-foreign 
societies out. It is an answer to the, 
policy of ineffectual Proclamation and a 
hundred blows for the offeaders, of whi-h 
Wwe give a description from a northern 
contemporary yesterday. It is intended 
to shov that a hundred blows ‘is not 
held ‘an adequate penalty for parti- 
cipation in the murder of foreigners, It 
caunot be said that the action has been 
hastily undertaken. It is many years since 
Lord Evorn remarked that the Chinese 
Government yielded nothing to reason, eve ye 
thing to fear; yet the resources of di- 
plomacy have long been exhausted in this 
matter of the Boxers. To take the case of 
England alone, even so marked an incident . 
as the absence of every member of the Bri- 
tish Legation from the Tsungli Yamen’s New 
Year reception, though it provoked much 
comment, produced no tangible result, 


,Bince that date though occasional rumours 
-bave come in from Tientsin of Sir CLaupE 
“MaeDonaup’s activity, no signs have been 
witnessed of any amelioration of the state 
of Chibli and Shantung.

‘The said 200 shares were now 
in the. possession of the defendants and the 
pinintiff was willing to pay to the defendants 
whatever sum was properly chargeable by them 
‘against the plaintiff in reSpect of the said 
shares.

He remortgaged 
them as rortiou of a larger lot of 1,077 shares 
in the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, and the claim of Mr. Belilios 
was that he had a right to redeem from 
the submortgagees—the Bank of China and 
Japan—these shares at the same date that he 
would have to pay to the mortgagee Mr. Mel- 
bye; and he took it that if the facts were 
not in- dispute there would be absolutely no 
dispute at all as to the right of Mr. Beliliog 
in making that demand for redemption. That 
was Mr. Belilios’ position, The Bank said, No; 
they never udvanced money on these 200 shares, 
part of the 1,077. othorwise known to Melbye and 
Company as Mv. Belilios' agent, and that in 
respect of those 200 shares Mr. Belilios was 
their principal debtor, To put the matter in 
legal language, was Mr. Belilios privy or not 
privy to the contract between Dunn, Melbye 
and Company and the Bank whereby the Bank 
advanced £60,000 to Dunn, Melbya and Com- 
pany upon the deposit of 1,077 shares, of which 
shares 2U were the property of Mr. Belilios? 
The defendants said, “You are not entitled to 
redeem at all. because you are no longer 
the owner of these 2U0 shares, and therefore 
you are entirely out of court. ‘That was 
the main issue which the jury would have to 
determine. Mr. Robinson proceeded to deal at 
some length with the circumstances under 
which this transaction arose. 

The hearing was adjourned.

-The hearing of this case was resumed. Mr. 
Robinson having concluded his opening speech, 
the evidence for the plaintiff was called. 

Mr. Belilios was the first to enter the witness 
box. Ho said that in August, 1891, he bonght 
from Mr. Coxon 200 shares in the Hongkong 
and Shayghai Banking Corporation at $338 12 
per share, and those shares came inte the 
possession of the Bank of China, Japan, and 
Straits, Limited ax part of a lot of 1,077. These 
200 shares were the subject of the present 
suit against the defendant Bank, which was 
the successor of the other Bank. He came 
to purchase the shares to support ibe mar- 
ket and to counteract the operations of the 
‘ bears.” He happened to mo®@ Mr. Coxon in 
the club one day, and Mr. Coxon said it was 
time to buy a few shares, so that they might 
pat the price up—to relieve the market of the 
pressure whioh was being brought upon it by 
the “bears.” He asked him what was the 
number which it was proposed to purchase, and 
he replied something like 4.000. Witness 
replied that he was willing to buy 200. Theu 
they separated. He met Mr. Coron occasion- 
ally after this, and Mr. Coxon said he was 
working at it, and in the middle of August Mr. 
Coxon told him he had bought the shares. He 
told him it was inconrenient for him to pay 
for the shares, as he was already carrying 2,019 
shares, and that he was buying those shares on 
the understanding that some one would finance 
them.

This he|could vouch 
for himself. It appeared to him that they 
wore giving these hawkers an excuse by not pro- 
viding them with proper accommodation in the 
markets. Dr. Hartigan mentipned one or 
two other matters to which Wr. Ladds referred 
in his report, and complained of the little 
notice taken by the Government of the recom- 
mendations of tha Board. In conclusion he 

roposed that the attention of the Government 
be called to the greatly enhanced prices of fuod 
staffs in the colony, and that the Government 
be requested to find a remedy for the same. 
«Mr. OssokENE, in seconding. said the price 
of food stuffs was an important one for the 
colony, and more especially for the poorer classes 
of Chinese, whom it was their business as far 
as possible to protect. Dr. Hartigan laid great 
stress, and rightly so, upon the small results 
that the Board effected. It seemed to him that 
they were oontinually fighting the air. They 
came there and talked and made recommenda- 
tions, and yet as far as the results were con- 
cerned they might just as well be silent and 
not come there at all.

A GHASTLY DISCOVtRY AT 
KOWLOON.

AN INDTAN SOLDIER FOUND 
MURDERED. 

A number of men conneot-d with the Hong- 
kong Regimont madea ghastly discovery while at 
work on the police Range at Kowloon the other 
day. Noticing a most obnoxious odour, evidently 
proceeding from a ditch close to the range, the 
workmen commenced to turn up the varth on 
the spot whence the smell proceeded and they 
soon came across the body of an Indian soldier, 
too far decomposed to be identified. Identifica- 
tion was, however, aflerwards established by a 
charm, worn round deceased's neck, which was 
recognised as belonging to Fakir Khan, a private 
in the Hongkong Regiment. There wore 
unmistakeable sigas of foul play on the body, 
there being no less than five bullet wounds in 
the Jowor region of the abdomen, the bottom of 
the back portion of the cranium fearfully 
shattered, besides knife wounds on the calves 
and other parts of the body. Information was 
at once conveyed to Colonel Retallick and ie 
Police were informed. Mr. Gomperts, acting 
Police Magistrate, went over to Kowloon on 
the 24th inst. and held a postinortem examina- 


tion, but the date of the enquiry has not yet been.

$200,000. She is an old boat, of,course, and will 
tharefore cost a goo! deal more for rapiirs and 
upkeep than a now one like the Diamante. and 
for that reason slone we would have much pre- 
ferred to have built a new steamer at even 
double the oust, but time pr sed and wa had to 
do the best we could in your interests. We 
have seen no reason so far ta repent of the step, 
but I mention this, as I don't waut you to think 
we are in favour of buying old boats. On the 
contrary, your true policy is to discard your old 


- vessels and, like our enemies in the present war, 


equip yourselves with only the latest and moet 
up-to-date material. We lave to contend now 
not only with the former old beats on the Aur- 
tralian Line, but with soma of the newest and 
finest steamers recently built at home for that 
trade, and uuless you are prepared to look this 
competition squarely in tha face you may pre- 
para to go to the wall, The purchase of 
the Menmuir has of course thrown us 
into debt again, but we have not asked for 
further capital oy her account, as sha hag 
only been acquird as a temporary measure 
and must sooner or later be replaced by a 
newer and more suitable boat from home, 
for which of course fresh capital will be re- 
quired. As to the future of the trade L have 
little fear. Thd present result bas been obtained 
during a year when the hemp and sugar ports 
were closed to the export of curgo, so that wa 
may reasonably expect au augmentation in our 
earnings when the carriage of.those commodi- 
ties and other produce from the Islands is 
resumed, Not only that, we all know that the 
capabilities of the Philippiues have never yet 
been properly tested ; but we also know that the 
country is now in the hands of a nation which 
is not in the habit of silting still and doiug no- 
thing, and we may rest assured that. having 
got hold of a good thing that nation will make 
the most of it, and, as we would do ourselves, will 
use every, effort to develop the great natural 
resources: of those rich and fertile islands. 
The result must be a vast increase -in 
the trade with this place, and we hare 
only to look to Java and the Straits to see 
what may also bs don: with the Philippines by 
& good and energetic Government, Hitherto 
our business has been with Manila only, but I 
look ferward to the day when steamers will 
ran regularly direot to Iloi!o, Cebu, and other 
ports, and in such trades we must be ready to 
take our share.

In onr 
opinion the calling of you togethor half-yearly 
necessitates au expeaditure of timo and money ° 
whieh produces no compensating benefits, The 
accounts, however, would still be audited twiee 
a year. ‘The oaly other question upon which I 
need dwell, and one which wa siatucilly feel some

European beet sugar, especially in India, was 
causing 08 some concern. It is to these facts, 
to the losses pn sugar taken over, and to the 
decline of prides in America, that we owe the 
unsatisfactory | results of the year’s operationd. 
Up to the end of March last the competition of 
the Japanese Refineries had not n very 
severely felt, and it appeared probable that 
even with the new tariff in operation under 
which they are heavily protected, we should 
still be able to sell at a profit im that market, 
as the local factories there were unable to 
produce sufficient sugar to meet the large con- 
sumption of the country. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, these hopes were not realized, ag during the 
remainder of the year inoreasingly large quanti- 
ties of beet sugar from Europe were imported 
into Japan, which seriously affected the demand 


Senora for our products, and left us no alternative but 

rae i to sell at prices which showed no margin. In 
CHINA SUGAR KEHFINING CO., India also the course of business proved disap- 
LIMITED. pointing, as in spite of the fact that a law 


imposing countervailing duties upon bounty- 
fed sugars was passed in the early part of the 
year, shipments of beet sugar from Europe 
continued on a large scalo and prices were not 
materially affected for the better by the change. 
Another feature which told against the 
Refinery, and to which I have already alluded, 
was the low prioe of refined sugar ruling in 
Amerioa, which market had previously been a 
valuable outlet. In this respect there is at pre- 
sent some slight improvement, but we have not 
yet a working margin. Turning to the China 
market, Tam please to say that the course of 
business was, upon,tbe whole, favdurable, and 
although, as you are aware, changes of habit 
come slowly in that country, we may, I think, 
confidently look fora gradually increasing con- 
sumption of refined sugar among the population, 
judging from our past experience. With re- 
gard to the immediate future I do not feel 
Justified in committing myself to any definite 
opinion, but 1 may say that the sugar market 
generally shows signs of improvement at the 
moment, and that we hold a stock of Java raw 
‘ugar sufficient for the current year's needs at 
an average cost which, from present indications, 
shculd prove satisfactory, while I do not lose 
sight of the fact that beet sugar is a factor to 
be reckoned with, and, while anxious to avoid 
the expression of optimistic views, I do’ not by 
any means take a despondent view of the ont- 
look, and I trust that we gael see an improvin 
demand in the verious markets this year, an 
fair margins of profit. The Com y has had 
its bad years before 1899, and there may 
others in the future, but I think, gentlemen} 
you will agree with me that a Company which 
for 23 years, up to 31st December last, has been 
able to pay its shareholders; taking the good 
years with the bad, an average of 10.88 per 
cent. per annum, need not doubt the soundness 
of its business, nor look despairingly an the 
future.

Ewens, 
acting in behalf of a very large number 
of shareholders in the China Sugar Refining

About the beginning of this year the Hon. 
E. R. Belilios suggested to Mr. J. J. Keswick 
that in view of the unsatisfactory condition of 
the sugar trade Messrs Jardine, Matheson & 
Co, should reduce their charges as General 
Agents of the Company. No reply being re- 
tarned to this proposition, Mr. Gubbay, armed 
with the latter of November lst, 1899, wrote to 
the Consulting Committee the letter of the 6th 
February. Mr. Belilios thereupon convened & 
meeting of the Committee for the 13th 
February. The result of that meoting was 
a request that Mr. Gubbay would formu- 
late his proposals, whioh he did in the 
letter of the 14th February. The samo day 
Mr. Belilios wrote a letter enclosing Mr 
Gubbay's to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. | 
aod sent his letter reund to the other mombers 
of the,Oommittes for them to sign. This they 
refused to do on the ground that Mr. Gubbay 
had not produced his authority. 

On February 19th Mr. Gubbay wrote direot 
to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. xepeating 
his proposition, but in reply Messrs. \Jardine, 
Matheson & Co. refused to correspohd with 
him on the subjeot. , 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., having 
refused to correspond, were sapproaehed by 
several influential persons with a view to arrang- 
ing terms, but nothing came of these negotia- 
tions and the formal requisition for an Extra- 
ordinary Meeting, dated 12th March, was 
sent in. 

The resolutions in this seganition require 
some explanation. Article 26\is to the effeot 
that no ehange in the commission payable | 
to the General Agents shall be made except at 
their instance, and therefore this Articole had to 
be cancelled before the mveting could proseed to 
deal with Articles 24 and 25. By theso Articles | 
the General Agents are entitled to receive per 
annum (a.) $5,000 (b.) commission of' three per 
cent. on the cost of stores and material (except 
sugar purchased in Hongkong) and on all-othor 
disbarsemonts (oxceptealaries and office expenses, 
(b.) commission at the rate of five per cent. on the 
net profits of the Company; (c.) the rent of the.

1899, to Mr. Gubbay, we respect your 
evident wish to withhold from publication, and 
we therefore do not send them to the Press. 

Touching the letter from us to Mr. Gub- 
bay and others, to which we referred in our 
letter of yesterday, and which you state 
you have not received, we had supposed that 
it would be furnished to you in the same 
manner as the other correspondence similarly 
addressed, -but we beg to band you a copy for 
your information. 

With regard to the observations in paragraph 
5 of your letter, while we thank you for the 
appreciative remarks to which it gives expres- 
sion, wé think you are not wel informed when 
you characterize our remuneration as “enormous 
protits.” 

This remuneration is limited to an agreed on 
scale, with which the shareholders are conversant. 

In conclusion we may remark that we have

A VISIT TO KING LIEN-SHAN IN 
, PRISON. . 
TO THE EDITOR OF TH ‘‘ DAILY PRESS,” 
Macao, 26th March. 
Sir,—I am just back from a little visit to Mr. 
King Lien-shan in his mountaio prison, and as 
some interest is centered upon him at present, 
perhaps a few lines about him may be ac- 
ceptable. Mr. ‘King. as is known, is well past 
his primes; indeed, he is beginning to feel the 
infirmiwes of age. Uo is quite deaf, and his 


sight would seem to be but indifferent. His | 
presence is good, however, and he lacks:none of 


of the usual courtly manners of the Chinese of 
his olass. His gaoler, the commandant of the 
Monte Fort, is a Portuguese officer of open 
and refined manners, and, although communica- 
tion between the two is not without difficulties, 
they seem to understand each other perfectly 
and to be on the best ef terms. The prisoner 
seems quite at home in his apartments, aud says 
that he is treated as woll as he could desire, I 
is by his own request that he sees few 
visitors, none without a permit from the 
Governor. Hoe seemed pleased, however, to 
have a call, particularly ds I was intro- 
daced by his friend the commandant, and 
he took up his pencil with alacrity for the usual 
interchange of compliments. Owing te his 
infirmity, all intercourse with him must be ear- 
ried on ty writing. AsI did not care to take 


the part of sn intervivwer, we did not get much , 


farther than mere formalities and the expres- 
sion of good wishes. He seems to be, perfectly 
at ease in mind, and under no spprehonsions. 
His nephew, who is with him, spoke simply of 


‘their intention of going back to Hongkong | 
from Macao, as if there were no questien of any 
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attorney, Mr. Horatio Poiares, expresses his 
confidence that no charge of embezzlement can 
be proved against his client. It is known, 
moreover, that the prisoner has the sympath 
‘of all in offivial circles of Macao. His Excel 
lency Governor Galhardo bas the record of a 
eee general, and it would be an insult to 
int that, in a matter of justice and humavity, 
he could be unduly influenced by presenre from 
af quarter. 
ns he sympathizers of the Dowager's victims 
and may they be many—not the victims but the 
sympathizers—may rest assured that Mr. King 
will meet with justice and fair play in the hands 
of the Macao authorities.

-Tientsin, Mareb 16th. | 
Our community was greatly excited yesterday 
by a wire from Peking announcing the. complete 
destruction of the new and handsome Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank buildings by fire. 
The conflagration burst out in the servants’ 
quarters which are on the top of the buildings. 
Although the native tire-brigades were speedily 
on the spot and the whole foreign populatioa of 
Peking was present, little or nothing could be 
done to extinguish the blaze; efforts were suo- 
cessfully made to confine it to the bank buildings 
It is understood here the strong room and all 
safes are intact; the building and all its contents 
are completely ruined. It was fully covered, 
for Tis 78,500, chiefy in the China and the 

Hongkong Offices. 
By a curious coincidence the whole of the 
regular European ataff was absont. Mr. Hollies 
the Agent is io England (Mrs. Hollies and 
children in Shanghai), Mr, Tweed was in Tsin- 
tain on urgent bank busivess, and was for the 
day replaced by Mr. McClure of the Tientsin 
branch.

Canton, 24th Match. 
On the 17th inst. two men-of-war, Haitien and 

Haisow, arrived at Canton with Admiral You 
Chow-kwai and Commaadants Lin Kun Hung 
and Li Ting Sou on board from Peking, and 
called on H.E Li Qung-chang. Tho day after, 
accompanied by a foreign military instructor, 
they went by the gunboat Kwang-kang to inspect 
all the forts and overhaul all the old and rusty 
guns, which ara to be replaced by new ones. It 
is said that they have orders from the Tsungli- 
Yamen to do so as a preparation against any 
emergency, : . 

On account of the increased expenses for the 
additional soldiers and watchmen to look after 
the streets, it has been decided to impose a 
tax of five per cent. on the income of all actors, 
and they have to obtain from the local headman 
of the guard-honse,a license for their protection 
failing which they have to pay a fine or have 
thei: luggage seized and detained until the fine 
be paid, and a double tax imposed. Instructions 
have been sent to all the anthoricies in the dif. 
ferent distriots to carry out this order. 

It was rumoured that the Nam-Hoi Magis- 
trate Yiang the other day took with him a 
number of soldiers and went to Sai-chew to 
catch thieves It was not so; it is now said that 
he has gone to Tss Tung taarrest the families 
of the two men surname! Lo, and seized their 
property. The fact of the matter was that these 
two Los are merchants in America, and sub- 
seribed to the fund got up by Kang Yu-we! 
for the protection of the present Imperial dy- 
nasty. This having come to the knowledge of 
the Chinese Minister in America, he wired 
the news to H.E. Li at Canton and had the 
families of the two men arrested, 

For introducing the waterworks into Canton. 
two merchants are competing with each other 
in their proposals to the Viceroy.

‘On Monday evening jthe 26th inst. Mr. J. W. 
Jones delivered a lectare, under the auspices of 
- the Hongkong Odd Volumes Society, in the 

City dall, on ‘The Grip on Colonial Empire.” 

The Hou. W. MetGgH GoopMAN, who oo- 
eupied the chair, said this was not ‘he first time 

they had had the pleasure of list-ning to a 

lecture from Mr Jones.. He delivered a very 

interesting lecture on a previeus occusioa on 

“Tmperial Federation,” and he was sure he had 

taken a great deal of interest in the subjeot of 

the colonies of Great Britain. He could remem- 
ber himself some years ago a gentleman speak- 
ing about our colonies and asking what was the 
good of them, for as soon as they got powerful 
they would separate from England, and that it 
only required us to keep up a very large navy 
to protect our commerce, and this gentleman 
seemed to think colonies were of very little use. 
There was a school which held opinions 
of that kind some years ago, but he should 
think that school was rapidly becoming as ex- 
tinct as the’ ser 1f anyone asked what was 
the good of thé colonies he thought he might 
he told that'the :.rst advantage wus that they 
raised England from the position of a small 
island power to the proud position of a world 
power. ‘I‘hen the fact that we hed to have such 
a large fleet to protect cur commerce showed 
that the commerce oxisted, and that it was our 
magnificent colonial commerce of which we 
were so proud which gave oovasion for that 
protection and rendered it necessary. We could 
-not do without thatcommerce. And thirdly, if 
anyond asked what good our colonies were to us 
ho.should say the best answer was go to South 

Africa, where we saw tha splendid colonial 

contingent which had come to the aid of the 

mother country. (Applause.) 
iMr. Jones ssid—The activity which Eu- 


ropaan powers have of recent. years displayed 


in Africa, the increasing influence of Russia in.

GROWTH OF EMPIRE, 

The acquisition of Empice may proceed from 
various causes. It may by the deliberate inten-, 
lion of tne sovereign power as represented* 
sither by the state or by an individnal.” Re-, 
publican Greece in the parly days of the wondy, 
history created Empire and Republican Rom 
by the tirst Panic War made a deliberate at- 
tempt to acquire Empire by the subjagation of 
Carthage, Of individuals, Cyrus of Persia, 
Alexandsr the Great, Tamerlane who created - 
a vast empire in Central Asia, Charles V. of: 
Sweden, Napoleon Bonaparte, and Chaka, the 
Zalu King, aro most jllustrions examples. 
Again, Empire may be created by the expansion 
of trade, as exemplified by the English and 
Dutch Bast [udia Compaaies, and the recently 
constituted Chartered Companies in Africa; 
and again it may be founded by the persecution 
of a people who feel their political or religious 
liberty threatened, and who prefer to migrate 
to a hostile or inhospitable shore rather than 
submit to the immediate dominion of an un- 
sympithetic or tyrannical goverament. Such 
caused the immigration of the Pilgrim Fathers 
into America in A.D. 1621; but however Empire 
may be founded the difficulty always has been 
and always will be to retain and develop the 
territories in possession of the dominant state. 

WEAKNESS OF ONE MAN EMPIRE, 

Wa invariably find that Empire which has 
been built up Ly the military genius of one man 
soon falls: into decay, for the simple reason 
that there is no one of the same commanding 
genius to succeed the conqueror aud administer 
the territories that ‘have come under his sway; 
Conquest is one thing; administration is an- 
other, Conquest may be comparatively easy ; 
one pitched battle and a country is acquired ; 
while good administration demands constant 
care and Wdtcbfulness and a succession of able 
men extending through generations, The Em- 
pire of Alexander the Great fell to pieces 
shortly after his death, and Napoleon saw his own 
Empire crumble to pieces even in his own day. 
Mahomed raised Empire by the power of the 
sword, but it exists even to our own day, not so 
much by the wise administration that chirac- 
terizes it_as by the religious fervour which 
animates fhe followers of the prophet. ae 

CHANGE OF CONSTIFUTLON. 

In the growth of ‘Empire the constitution of 
the dominant state often undergoes a change. 
Republican Rome turned readily to the rule of 
the Cresars. Political represeatation was un- 
known in that day; moreover monarchy has a 
way of rewarding its adherents that a Republic 
has not. Kiugs of asubject territory will more 
readily obey a dominaut monarch than they will 
a Republic, for much of the pomp of the sove- 
reign lord is reflected upon them. Politicians 
in a Republican State often among themselves. 
quarrel and strive for the supreme power, neg- 
lecting the interests of the subordinate terri- 
tories; and even among those States that have 
the highest fo m of the Republican Government 
in the life of such a nation it may ocvar at times 
that although Republican in form the Govern- 
ment is almost despotic in practice, During 
the American Civil War of 1860, Abralam 
Lincoln wus elected to the supreme magistracy 
of the Federal states with almost unlimited 
powers. He called forth tropp§ in sach num- 
bers for the prosecution of ‘the war tbat 
Napoleon even in his greatest distress in the cam- 
paign of 1813 never dreamt of; and Gambetta, 
in the life strnggle of the newly created French 
Republic of 1870, after the defeat at Sedan, wus 
virtually dictator of that nation’s existence and 
sr all men to arms and made generals at his 
will.

OKIENTAL AND EUROPEAN GOVERNMENTS. 


But let us tarn to the consideration -of 
European aud Oriental forms of government 
over dependencies. Iv Oriental Empire distant 
and even near provinces are governed by de- 
puties, who, within their own provinces, are 
absolute. They possess the fall powers of a 
sovereign ; they levy taxes. raise troops, decide 


questions of life and death and administer the - 


law. In fact they carry on the whole routine 
of government on their own initiative with this 
one exception, that all surplus taxes are remitted

to the immediate lord. It is clear, therefore, that 
as one man cannot administer a whole province ; 
he must depute his, authority to subordinate 
' deputies, who within their own districts, have 
| equal powers to the deputy himself. Such a 
system of government is, extremely incomplete 
and responsible for. much oppression.. Again, 
it frequently’ happeus that. remote provinces 
held: by such slender ties to the central govern- 
ment may revolt and may; even become separate

Her polivy was to sell dear, and to buy cheap. 
She obtained a royalty on all the gold and_sil- 
ver produced in her Colonies and‘raised mono- 


polies to a fine art; monopolies of individuals; . 
monoplies of ports, monopolies on point of © 


time. Sho reserved the trade of her colonies to 
herself and thus choked progress. Other 
European countries in the treatment of their 
colonial trade followed in her footsteps. Eng- 
land and France, however, only in a lesser de- 
grea. Spain was the exponent of commerce in 


the 16th century and looking at ber wealth and. 


power otlers followed in her methods, By the 
decimation of native labour in her colonies 
Spain was unable to‘develop the vast resources 
of her clonial Empire. The numerous creoles 
througbout her dominions found their means of 
acquiriug wealth curtailed. The power of the 
ehurch. was dominant. ‘Revolutions and wars 
in Spain wuere succeeded by revolutions and 
wars in the colonies. Enfeebled Spain was no 
longer ablo to dictate her policy to her colonies. 


They fonght and conquered and South America | 


became a conglomeration. of Spanish Republica 
and the power of Spain Was gone. Tho inhabi- 
-lity. to‘develop the vast territories that came 


into the possession of Spain was the main cause .

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THE LOSS OF THE UNITED STATES BY 
; BRITAIN. 

The logs of the United States of America by 
Great, Britain was a staggerer to our colonial 
policy, from the full effects of which we have 
not. even revovered at the present day. In the 
18th century England's colonial policy was the 
most liberal of all European countries. The 
Navigation Laws solely confined the trade of 
her colonies to the mother country withont 
creating monopolies. Englund’s failure to re- 
taii or to conciliate her great American depen- 
dancy, the loss cf prestige which that defeat 
ontailed, curtailed England's: solicituda for 
colonies with a great European population. 
The desire for sue colonics was at a dis- 
count. A party arose in Eugland which was 
for saveriug the connection with our greater 
colonies as soon as it was convenieut to do so. 
A policy of drift supplazted a policy of watch- 
fulness and care, and the time seemed not far 
distant when our colonies would either declare 
their pwo independence or would be told to 
the discovery 

of gold woke England from her “Rip Van 

Winkle" dream. “f England did not seo the 

advantage of new colonies other courtries did, 

and she was perforce in Africa obliged to go 

along with the stream, aud in other parts of ber 

Empire she strove to bring her colonies nearer 

to herself, and treated them in a spirit worthy 

of their aspirations to form part and parcel of a

THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE BRIT13H 
EMPIRE, 

The British Empire, extending as it does 
‘through vast tracts of territory both in the 
| temperate and torrid zones. embraces within its 

folds many diverse races with differant charac- 
~ teristics aud temperaments, but broadly speak- 

ing as far as the people themselves ure concerned 
the colonies and dependencies may be’ clas- 
sified as follow :—(1,) Those that are composed 
entirely, or almost entirely, of the Britigh 
race, as Australia, fNew Zealand and Canada 


Quebec excepted. (2.) Those that are composed | 


largely of European races, :-ot necessarily 
British, as the Cape, Natal and Quebec, (3. 
Those that are chiefly inhabited by coloured 
races, as India, the West African and the West 
“Iadian Colonies, It follows, therefore. that the 

- government of the Coloniés varynes. Some de- 
mand a practically in iependent government, 
and others, owing to their helples- state, local 
animosities or inferior civilization, are only fit 
for a parental goveromeut.to take charge of 

. their interests, for if not governed by Eagland 
they would be governed by some other foreign 
power. 


GOVERNMENT OF BRITISH COLONIES. 


The gove-nment of this great empira, which 
embraces upwards of 4! colouies or dapenden- 
cies, may gererally bo classified thus :—(1.) 
Responsible dorsenment with a governor an 
elected legislatue and o parliamentary execu- 
tive, as in Canada, Australia and the Cape. The 
powers of these colonies are alone confined with 
respect to their relations with foreign state. 
the mother country alone undertaking to direct 
their policy (2.) Elective legislatare and no- 
minated executive. consisting of a governor, a 
legislatuie partially or wholly elected, and a 
nominated executive by the Crown or governor, 
as Jamaica and the Barbadoes. (3.) Numinated 
legislature consisting of a governor and two 
councils, one legislative and the other executive, 
both nominated by the Crown or governor. 

_ It will be seen, therefore, that where great 
numbers of European colonists abound, British 
or otherwise, the tendency of the British legis- 
lation is to grant responsible government, 
Whether this Is always a wise measure under 
all circumstances is certainly questionable, 
judging from our recent experiences in South 
Africa. But with respect to responsible go- 
verpment I have nothing to say. ‘I‘he making 
of good or indifferent laws depends practically 
apon the colonists themselves, for they are, 
under the lenient and slender control of the 
parental government, the pionbers of their own 
destiny. Their trade is absolutely unrestricted. 
They raise hostile tariff if so it pleases them 


even against the mother country. Yet Canada 


has been the first fo approach Britain with 
differential duties, which may perhaps inaug- 
urate | now era. ;

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CROWN COLONY GOVERNMENT AND PERSONEL, 

Inno department of government has England | 
shown her supreme wisdom more than in the 
goveroment. of Crown colonies. The well- 
being of India is an example of what can be:

and quietude to the able officials who minister to 
her wants. ‘he leading officials in India and 
the Crown colonies aré mostly picked men 
passed into the Civil Service by an examination 
of a high standard. With fair application 
and industry thay may count certainly upon 
promotion and even honours, and at the end of 
their official life they cin retire with a goud 
pension. It ig difficult to conceive how the wit : 
of man can produce a better system or show -

THE DUTCH IN JAVA,

largely alive to the necessity of recruiting her 
civil servants from a govd social status aud in 
asking for high attainments. All appointments 
to the higher administrative posts in Java 
follow an examination in the history and 
ethnology of the Du{ch East Indies, the social 
and political institutions of the natives, and in 
the Mulay and Javanese languages. Law 
officials must. hold the degree of Doctor of 
Laws from one of the Dutch Universities and in 
addition pass an examination in Mussulman and 
local common law.

The islands may, 
with advantage, be granted a large measure 
of municipai control, but in all that concerns 
the higher branches of government and admin- 
istration it were well to confine such appoint- 
ments to American gentlemen of good social 
standing and attainments, and to create a Civil 
Service modelled on the lines of the English or 
Dutch systems. By sucha moans the United 
States would create a service filled with offi- 
cials of integrity and howour and at the same 
time not debar the Filipinos from a legitimate 
desire to participate in the government of their 
native islands. 
over the islands must still leave an impression of 
Spanish influence that will take time to eradi- 
cate. The islands must be Americanised first, 
which, when once accomplished, may lead to a 
more liberal form of government in which the 
Filipioos can take a full share. 


SOUTH AFRICA AND THE TRANSVAAL. 

One of the weakest spots in the British Em- 
pire, if not the weakest, is undoubtedly South 
Africa. The magnitude of the canker in Cape 
Colony has displayed itself with glaring dis- 
tinctness during the present war with the 
Transvaal. Englishmen have been too apt to 
imagine tha: all races are only too pleased to 
live under English iustitatious, particularly 
when large allowances aro mide for foreign 
law and customs. Empire cannot alone be 
governed by concessions; precautions must be ! 
taken to assert, if need be, the dominant staté. 
We look too frequently to pirliamentary go- | 
vernment on English principles to satisfy the | 
requirements of any political situation, forget- 
ting that excelleat models of government exist | 
on the continent of Karope that would be more | 
fitting and perhaps equally. appreciated by for.

I cannot coaceive any 
parliamentary representation, however fully 
developed ou that inaugurated by Simon de 
Montfort centuries ago, capable of meetitig all 


the contingencies that a large colonial Empire - 


necessarily entails. There is a want of system, 
a want of continuous policy, and party gover- 
ment is ill-suited to our colonial requirements. 


- It sh ull ngt ba within the bounds of possibility 


that the destiny of an Empire may depend upon’ 
some local bill in the imperial Parliament by 
which a cabinet and its polioy is upset, or 
depend upon p:rty for the thorough equipment 
for defence. The policy of Rome was contin- 
tous, and thus. her success, 


IMPERIAL DEFENCE. 
; imperial Federation has been much spoken 
of in recent years, but as yet it has taken no 
definite form. Some advocate a federation for 
defence, which seems ths most feasible, and judg- 
ing from the temperament of the great colonies, 
their spontaneous loyalty during the present war, 
| their ambition to eclipse the valour. of our

The Emperor of Russia has bestowed the de- 
coration of the Order of St. Anne, ornamented 
with diamonds, on H.E. Phya Suriva Nuvatr, 
the Siamese Mini-tera{ Paris tis intimated 
in the Siamese ‘Tovernment Gazette that Uhya 
Suriya has permission to wear the decoration. 

It was recently reported that the Korean 
Government negotiated a Joan of $300,000 from 
Rassia, It is now reported fram Japanese 
sources that the amonnt of the loan is $3,006,000 
A Seoul telegram to the Nichi Nichi Shimbun 
denounces the first report as “an idle rnmour.” 

The retirement otf Mr. J. G. Machado, the 
British Post Master in Shanghai is announced. 
‘Mr. Machado can show fery long connection 
with the British Government, haring been for 
a-period of more than forty years in the Postal 
Department. For the last twenty years he 
has been Post Master in Shanghai. 

Last Thursday's K’cho de Chine mentions the 
arrival at Woosung on Wednesday, in the 
French cruiser Paecal, of M.S. Pichon, French 
Minister at Peking. The Count de Bezaure, 
French Consul-General-at Shanghai, went to 
Woosuug to meet M. Pichon, who was to re-, 
main at Shanghai until Sunday, the 25th inst. 


We see from Shanghai papers that. the Super- 7 


intendent of Customs and the Doyen of the 
Consular bady have declared the port of New- 
chwang to be infected, and that vessels arrivinfe 
therefrom will be brought under the sanitary 
regulations published on 15th February. It is 
also notified that the Chung Pao Sha sanitary 
station will be in oj eration from Ist April next. 
The French postmaster at Shanghai annonn- 
ced on the 17th instant that correspoudence for 
Hongkong, Swatow, Canton, Amof¢, foochow, 
Ningpo. and Hankow is now despatbhed at the 
internal metropolitan tariff of 15 centimes for 
15 grammes. On the other hand, letters despat- 
ched from these points for distribution by the 
French post office at Shanghai must be stamped 
at the rate of flve cents per balf-ounce. 
._ There is a project on foot, according to The 
Japan Daily Mail, to construct another line of 
railway between Tokye and Yokohama for the 
carriago of goods only. Its termini wonld be 
at Etchiujima and the Yokohama Custom 
Honse, respectively. The promoters imagine 
that as goods only would be darried, their road 
wonld uot com; ete injnriously with the Govern- 
ment railway. though the idea apparently is to 
run he two side by side. Surely that isa some- 
what sanguine view ¥ 
A’ telegram states that the Japanese staamer 
Ryuset-maru (1,100 tous), which left Moji on 
the 10th instant for Weilaiwei, ran on a sunken 
rock in the neighbourhood af the Sbantung 
plomoutory, onthe morning of the 14th ioxtaut 
4The telegram further states (hat with the 
assistance of a British man of-war the vessel 
has been floated and towed to Linkung-tao in 
the bay of Weihaiwei, where she is now under. 
going temporary -epairs. The vessel was 
formerly the Russian steamer Vladimir. 
Several of the offic-rs of H.M.S. Peacock 
have been under court-martial as the result of 
a recent accident at Yangtze Cape through 
which two steam-pinnaces among other thiugs. 
were lost. “We understand.” says The North 
China Daily News, “that (Lieut. and Comdr. 
8.G. Douglas has been dismissed from the ship, as 
has one other officer, vt case of a third 
is still before the Court. Tilo command of the 
Peacock has been given td Lieht. C. P. R. 
Coode, 1st Lieutenant of H.M.S. Algerine, who 
happens to be now in Shanghai on leave.” 
The Tientsin correspoudent of the North 
China Daily’ News says that the Bank fire in 
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Peking in still of onexplained origin, though, 
of course, the native pauic-mongers have got 
it that it isdue to Boxer machinations, and 
that the Russian building is to follow suit, and 
later on the Chinese. It broke out about eight 
a.m. in the servants’ quarters at the top cf the 
building. The handsome new building is utterly 
gutt d—some of the furniture. and all the books 
were gut out by the foreign neighbours, who at 
once made themselves into a salvage corps. 
Competent foreign observers who were early on 
the spot are disposed to think it was an accidaut, 
and not arson. The walls are standing intact 
and plumb with one exception. and enclose an 
emply space, as everything was barnt clean out 
during the twelve hours of the fire. The Chi- 
nese flocked in tens of thousands to sea the 
destruction of the handsomest -building in 
Northern China. 

Kobe papers report that preparations are 
proceeding for the raising. on the pontoon 
system, of the steamer Morgan City, which lies 
eunk on an Inland Sea island eight or ten miles 
from the town Onomicha/ This steamor, while 
on a voyage With troops to“Manila, struck a 
rock on the night between Ist and 2nd September 
last, and after gotting clear was beached on the 
spot where she now lies. It is believed that if 
the operations now to be carried throngh for ber 
salvage are unattended with serious difficulty or 
hindrance, she will Peony the expenditure on 
salvage and subsequent repairs. Her net 
tounage is 1738 aud vross about 3.800, The 
exact extent of the damage to the ship is not 
accurately ascertained, but she is known to bea 
rather extensively holed under the bow, and, sha 
lies wholly under water except the higher part 
of the foregastle. As this is probably the first 
occasion on which the pontoon method of ship 
salvage, has been employed by a JapAnese 
company, greal interest is felt in the operation. 
The pontoons may not leave Kobo ‘fora week or 
so, but the work will be hastened on as much 
as possible. :
